Who Noisily Posed as Her 
Champions. 



Liberal Majority Over All Other 
Parties iNow Placed at 
Twenty-Two. 



WiNNii'KG, Jtiiic 21. — Tiie Nor'-Wcsler 
says : " Tlic griitilicutioii wliich liie Con- 
eurviitivea of Winnipeg feel to-iliiy over 
the election of the Hon. Hugh John 
Miiodonald is to a great degree oQaet by 
till.' overwhelming defeat which has re- 
Biilted to the party elsewhere. It is 
porliiips also true that tlie joy of victory 
svhich the Liljeral jnirly exults in 
i.s Boinewhat tempered by tliu defeat 
of tlie exponent of llie party in tliia 
city, Mr. Joseph Martin, who stands 
ua a eorl of ji "No coercion" coluniii, 
wliich was really the ol)ject voted for, 
rather than the jiersonality of Mr. Mar- 
tin. Tlie general results are a atirprise, 
wo think we may say, all round. The 
Conservatives certiiinly did not contem- 
plate Bueli a "Waterloo," and even the 
Liberals, we venture to say, did not 
expect such an overwhelming success. 
Tlie Manitoba school question has 
played an important part in the 
issues of the campaign, but the 
results in Manitoba justify the position 
we have taken durinj? the contest: that 
it is a much inisundei stood question, on 
wliicli the people tire greatly deceived. 
Winnipeg, Selkirk, Proveiicher and 
Macdonald, where the government can- 
didatea stood by the government on the 
school (jnestion, elected government 
supporters, Listrar bein^ the only ex- 
ception ; whereas in Brandon and Mar- 
quette, where tlie Conservative oandi- 
(lates took an opposite view of this 
question, they were defeated. Manitoba 
has therefore not surprised its Conserva- 
tive friends. 

[Note — Late returns made Marquette 
also Conservative.] 

Toronto, June 24.— The Mail-Empire 
eays: "Quebec nmkea a remarkable 
showinp;. There were 31 Conservatives 
and 34 Liberals in the last house from 
that province. Yesterday the province 
dropped tlie Coneervative figure to 17 
and raised the l^iberal figure to -47. The 
net result up to (late ia : 83 Conserva- 
tives; 112 Ijiberals ; 4 Independents and 
2 Patrons, It eeeiiis probable that 
missing returns, together with elections 
yet to be held, will bring the 
Conservatives' liuure up to !M. The 
slumps, it will be observed, have taken 
place in tiuebec. Tliere have been 
cliangea in other provinces, but Quebec 
turned the scale. Had that province 
divided its representation half and half 
between the parties, the Conservatives 
would have liad a majority to work 
upon; as it is, the Liberal strength is 
drawn entirely from Quebec. The 
liai ty indeed is a tiuebec party." 

Tlie Evening Globe gives the following 
revision of the election returns : Lib- 
erals, 1 17 ; Cunservutives, S3 ; Independ- 
ents, '.); I'ationa, 2; Alcoma (to hear 
from), 1 ; total, :;13. Liberal majority 
over all parties, 2'J. 

M<i.vTiii:.\i., .luiio 24. — The Gazette 
says the Conservative government has 
met with an honorable defeat. Neither 
its Iead<>r8,it8 meiiibui s, nor its followers 
in or out of parliuinenl need have the 
slightest feeling o( shanie over the re- 
pulse it lias .'sustained. It went into the 
uoiitest to uphold a cause which, what- 
ever may be said of it to-day, will yet be 
admitted to have been right. The parlia- 
ment of Canada has clearly meant that 
the Koman Catholic minority in Mani- 
toba should have the right to educate its 
children in separate schools as the 
P.rilish N(,rth Americii act meant that 
Protestant (iuebec ehould, under the 
naniu privilege. 

London, .liine 2.5. — Tho Times says 
this morning of the result of the 
Canadian eleclions : ''Wo are glad to 
eee a man of the French race (Hon, 
Wilfrid Laurier) premier of the Do- 
minion, because it is another con- 
spicuous token of the solidarity of the 
two races beneath the Hritish flag." 

On the subject of the Canadian tariff 
the Times says: "No very sweeping 
ohangea are to be expected. Still, any 
changes that are introduced are likely 
to be in the direction of an assimil- 
ation with the tariff of the mother coun- 
try. There have been periods when tho 
eentiments of the Canadian Liberals tO' 
wards Great Britain were believed to be 
more than cold. Hut alt hesitation has 
passed away. The new Premier and hia 
adherents arc aa unimpeachable in their 
loyalty to England as are their ConserV' 
ative rivals." 

The Clironicle (Liberal) says : " Cer 
tain Liberals in Canada have always 
been reiiarded as tho friends of Washing 
ton. While Mr, Laiirier's staunch and 
never failing loyalty to British institu- 
tions relieves that friendship of any 
ultimate polititMil object on hia side, we, 
in Lnghind, will heurtly welcome any 
stop his party is able to take to bring 
the whole English-speaking race into a 
more intimate commercial, and perhaps, 
even political alliance.

London, June 24.— The defeat which 
the government sustained on Monday 
last when Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
first Ixird of the Treasury and Conserva- 
tive leader, moved with tho House of 
Conimons sitting in committee of the 
whole on the education bill, that the 
chairman leave the chair, meanii'g that 
the measure was to be dropped 
for the present session, la considered 
politically to be only a rebuff 
which is not likely to have a permanent 
effect upon the forttmea of the Conser- 
vative party. The trend of comment in 
the press generally is surprise at the 
fact that BO clever a man aa Mr. lialfour 
should fail so markedly in his political 
leadershiji as not to acquaint himself 
with tlie feelings of the Conservative 
ind opposition representatives in tlie 
Mouse of Commons and members of the 
party outside the house. 

Tlie report of the royal commission on 
the financial relations between England 
and Ireland states that the increase of 
taxation in Ireland between the years 
1853 and 1800 was not justilied by then 
existing circtinistances. While the ac- 
tual tax revemie of Ireland was about 
1.11 of that of Great Britain, the rela- 
tive taxable capacity of Ireland does not 
exceed 1.20. The report of the com- 
mission adds that Ireland ia now over- 
taxed £2,750,000'annually. 

A Oapetovyn dispatch to the Times 
says that John Hays Hammond will sail 
from there from home to-day. The dis- 
patch also says; "A telegram from Salis- 
bury eays thattlio whole country around 
thai point has risen and relief is anx- 
iously awaited, many outlying places 
leing defenceless. Stations along the 
Umtali and Salisbury road liave 
been attacked, a store haa lieen 
notud and six of its defenders 
killed. A numberof isolated men along 
the road have also been killed. It is 
feared that 50,000 Jlartini cartridges fell 
into the hands of the rebels. Seven 
whites fought their way through to 
safety, pasaing a number of the corpses 
of white men on the way. The bodies 
of'Some women were also seen and these 
had been mutilated by the natives. 

" It is considered here that a large im- 
perial force should be promptly aent to 
Salisbury. Nine ot the Ayrshire men 
were massacred while trying to reach 
Salisbury. A telegram from Fort Char- 
ter announces that that point ia sur- 
vouiKled by rebels and the inmates have 
laagered. All tlieir cattle have 
been captured by the rebels who 
killeii the native herdsmen. There ia 
an intense feeling of concern in Cape- 
town, there being so many well known 
I)eople in danger. Nearly the whole of 
tho House of Assembly haa signed a 
petition to the government urging that 
the colony should aid the Imperial gov- 
ernment with volunteers used to native 
warfare, and with the resources of the 
colony." 

Burnham, the American scout, has 
killed tbe native "God" Mlimo in a 
cave in the Matoppa ' hills. It was im- 
possible to capture him alive owing to 
the number of Kaffirs in the vicinity. 
Burnham ia now burning all the kraals 
in the hills. 

The former chancellor, Von Cajirivi, 
will be a candidate for the Reichstag at 
the next election. It is not known what 
party will nominate him. 

The French-Canadians in Paris to-day 
celebrated the feast of St. John tho Bap- 
tist. Abbe Leclerc, a Canadian priest, 
offlciated at a memorial aervice. The 
French consul at Montreal was among 
those present. Later M. Fabre, the 
Canadian comtniesioner general, gave a 
reception to 400 French-Canadians. 

Cholera ia decreasing in Alexandria 
and Cairo, but ia spreading in the pro- 
vinces. There were 81'iiew caaea and 08 
deaths yesterday In 'the , province of 
Gharbrieh, and 103 new cases and 80 
deaths at Fayum, while there were 27 
ileatha elsewhere. This ia the highest 
total yet reached for one day. 

The Times has adiapateh from George- 
town, British Guiana, which says that a 
colonial force was dispatched to the 
Acarabiaci yesterday to protect the gov- 
ernment surveyors. 

The report of last year's Auatro-Hun- 
garian budget will show a large deficit, 
the first since 1880. The losses are due 
to the small earnings by the railroads 
and bad business on the Bourse. Berlin 
llnanciera are alarmed at the showing, 

German army officers, aided by police, 
searched the soldiers' oarracka in the 
Halle to-day for Socialistic newspapers 
and hooka. Nothing waafound, olthough 
it is known that the reserves who are 
garrisoned' here temporarily, have 
brought with them quantitiea of incen- 
diary literature.

Ott.^w.\, June 24. — Sir Charles Tapper 
spent a busy day at bia office in the 
Etistern block receiving and answering 
telegrams and letters aa well as giving 
auilieiice to friends. Your correspon- 
dent had nn interview with him during 
the course of the afternooji, and asked 
him what Iiia intentions were in view of 
yesterday's results. He replied tliat he 
had telegraphed for his colleagnea to re- 
turn to Ottawa at once, and when the 
cabinet reaaaembles it will bo decided 
whether to meet the house or to resign 
forthwith. In 1878, when the Liberals 
were defeated, the elections were on the 
17th of September, and it waa exactly a 
month later when the Conservatives took 
otlice. 

Keepecting the elections, Sir Cliarlea 
said : " So far as I am persoiially coa- 
cerried, I gladly accept the verdict of 
yesterday, which relieves me from the - 
great- responsibilities devolving npo'n 
the leader of a covernment. When I 
caine to Canada last winter, I found the 
Conservative party utterly demoralized, 
and waa reluctantly compelled to con- 
sent to become its leader aa the only 
hope of avoiding defeat. The fatal mis- 
take had been made of refusing to dis- 
solve immediately after tbe adoption of 
the remedial order, and of calling a ses- 
sion of parliament whose life termin- 
ated on a specific day to deal with the 
reuiedial bill, thus oU'ering the greatest 
poesible inducement to obstruction. 
The recess of parliament had bisen al- 
lowed to pasa without making any 
adequate eflbrts to instruct the publip. 
mind in relatioa to the school question; 
by which much misrepresentation and' 
uiisapprehension respecting that mea-. 
sure might have been removed." 

I do not at all regret having placed 
my services at the disposal of the party, 
aa otherwise I would have been held re- 
sponsible for ita defeat. I have fought' 
the light with all the energy and ability 
I possess, and am able to say that no 
public man haa ever received moreover- 
whelming evidences of the regard, and I 
might aay the afTection, of tlie great Lib- 
eral-(jonaervative party tlian I have 
during the jiast seven weeka while 
speaking and travelling incesaantly. 
Tlie fact that Ontario ia all but evenly 
divided and that the otlier provinces ex- 
cepting Quebec gave a majority to tho 
government, is of great significance. 
Down to the last moment I conlidently 
relied upon the accuracy of Mr. Angera' 
opinion that Quebec would give the gov- 
ernment a majority of twenty. 

Mr. Laurier's declaration in tlieHotiso 
of Commons and in Ontario that he in- 
tended to bow to the will ol the majority 
in Manitoba, confirmed as it was by tbe 
emphatic deolaiation of "Hon. R. W. 
Scott, enabled him to secure a large 
amount of sujiport in that province,, 
while on the other hand hia declaration, 
at St. Koch's, in the province of Quebec, 
that "Should the means of eonciliatiou 
fail Ishnll have reconrpeto constitution- 
al mp.ans, and those I shall use fully and 
in their entirety," together with the 
monstrous misstatement that I had ob- 
jected to his being I'remier on the 
ground of his being a French-Canadian 
and a Catholic, haa helped to give him 
his large majority in Quebec. 

The Liberal-Conservative party will 
now do its duty as a loyal and constitu- 
tional opposition, and in that poaltion 
will endeavor to protect as far as poaai- 
blo the best interests of the country, 
while continuing the great principle of 
equal justice to all without respect to 
race or creed, to which it has unhesi- 
ttitingly committed itself. The same 
l)olicy that it has maintained as a gov- 
ernment it will continue to maintain 
while in opposition. Mr. Laurier can 
tlierefore rely upon a hearty 
support from mo in restoring the 
rightaand privilegea of the French lioman 
Catholic minority in Manitoba, which 
rights Mr. Greenway lias recently de- 
clared lie will never concede to Mr. 
Laurier; and if Mr. Laurier will cease 
coquetting with the National Policy and 
come out acjuarely in favor of maintain- 
ing an eflicient protection for the varied 
industries of Canada, he will not en- 
counter that obstruction from the 
Liberal Conservative patty which wo 
always met with from the bppbdenta of 
that policy."

CHAMBERLAIN AND PROTECTION. 

He Concedes That Free Trade Is Not Al- 
ways Desirabli: and Is Not a 
Moral Principle. 

(Prom the Baltimore American.) 

The only proposition which was 
deemed practical by the imperial con- 
gress in London was that for a zollvercin 
of Great IJritain and her colonies, with- 
in which there was to bo free trade, 
while the rest of the world wan to be 
discriminated against. It was not adopt- 
ed. No ])ractical ste|> of any sort was 
taken towards the i-ealiziUion of the im- 
perial dream, and none is lik(dy to l.u', 
unless till! dangers wliich beset llhiglanil 
and her colonies bi^conie mi're seiiouH 
and immineiiL than they are now. Both 
aides favored sinne moililication of this 
KoUverein sobenie. Jlr. Chamberlain 
Bubatantiiilly conceded that free trade 
was not always desirable, and not u 
moral principle, which the British have 
hitherto upheld since they adopted it, 
and which their admirers m this coun- 
try have maintained. 

Nor is this the only inconsiHtency 
which a deeper view of self-interest has 
forced upon the free traders. In this 
city there is the most striking illustra- 
tion of the fact that there is no moral 
principle at stake when enliglileneil seli- 
interest suggests the adoption of the oj)- 
poaitu policy. The coemption of m.inu- 
lacturing plants is us clear an illusti'atioii 
of protection as can be given — protection 
not against the foreigner, but ngninst 
our oyra people not 100 miles away. Tli« 
city. wants manufacturea, and it remits 
the taxes on the plant in order to induce 
the maniifaciurer to settle here ; tiiat is, 
it transfers the tax on the plant to the 
other taxpayers, in order to build up 
manufacturea. The ultimate object 
is so to enhance the value of jirojierty 
in til" city as to reduce taxation, 
while supiilying aubsi.stence for two or a 
half dozen svhere there is at iiresentHiib- 
flistonce for hut one. Tbe object of pre- 
lection, on the broader scale, in its ap- 
plication to the nation, is ]iri'cisely the 
same. It is to increase ilie wealth of 
Lhe touitay aad tc a;uke '.usati^ju vas- 



ier, and at the same time double or 
( [uadruplo the means of subsistence. 

But there ia another object which na- 
tional protection acconiplislies,,and tliat 
is that it makes this country indepeii- 
tleiitof all other countries. It encour- 
ages the dovelopment of all needed in- 
ilustries at home. Few realize the im- 
portance of this featuriiof j^rotection or 
what it has accoinplisUeil within 80 
years. When the civil war was in pro- 
gress hundreds of things iieeossary to 
the conduct of the war, or needed 
by the people, were procured abroad. 
To-day nine-tontha of tboao things 
can be had in this country, and were 
the United States to be involved with a 
foreign power, nearly everything that is 
ntjeded could be produced hero or ob- 
tained from our natural allies to the 
south of US. The Imperial idea of a 
Kollverein ia a good one. It is sub- 
atantiallv the same as Mr. Blaine's 
scheme for reciprocity. The latter con- 
templated an American zollvereiO; em- 
bracing all of the American republics in 
a commercial union. It -was embodied 
in the tariiract of 1890 to the extent of 
authorizing the negotiation of treaties. 
The treaties were negotiated, and tlic 
lli'st fruits were greater than even that 
far-seeing stute^nian ho))eii for. Mr. 
Chainherlain would play the same role 
with lOngland that I\Ir." lihiine tilled in 
America. If lie succeeds, he will have 
imineaHiiralily added to his own rei>ula- 
tion , while doing bia country a notable

rO Bh: TESTED. 

The immediate result of yesterday's 
elections will be a change of govern- 
ment. Those who have been wanting a 
change simply for change sake will be 
gratified. The change will involve other 
changes which may not be so very grat- 
ifying lo tliose who are pledged to bring 
them ul)out. The people of Canada have 
been told very often indeed that if Mr. 
Laurior were in power the Manitoba 
school question would very aoon.ibe 
settled. It was said by 
good many that Mr. Gieenway 
and he understood one another, and 
that when Mr. Laurier was in a posi- 
tion to negotiate, he would find no diffi- 
culties in his way. There were Liberals 
who seemed to think that Mr. Green way 
can do exactly as he likes in Manitoba 
that it ia in his power to settle the (jues 
tion on any terms thai suit the interest 
of the Liberal party. Well, the i)ower 
of >'r. Laurier will soon be put to the 
test. Tlie opnortiuiity of trying the sun- 
ny ways of patriotism hits been afforded 
him. It .will be soon seen what use he 
can make of it. 

Mr. Greenway's organ, the Winni 
peg Tribune, has said that Mr. Green- 
way will not dare attempt to 
restore separate schools in Manitoba, 
and .Mr. Greenway only the ocher day 
declared that as long aa he has any- 
thing to do with the management of the 
affairs of the province there will be no 
restoration of separate schools. So it is 
seen there are obstacles in the way of 
tlie sunny ways having the eli'ect 
tended and expected. 

If tliey fail, as they certainly will if 
t;ie word of the Premier of .Slanitoba 
and his organ is to be depended upon, 
what then? Will Mr. Laurier, as he is 
pledged to do, apply to obdurate Man- 
it"jba the remedy furnished by the Con- 
stitution to its utmost extent? Will he 
find it necessary to resort to the 
policy of " coercion " which hin follow- 
ers in Ontario aud elsewhere condemned 
so loudly and so unqualifiedly. If he 
attempts to enact remedial legislation 
what coarse will his Grit supporters 
pursue? The situation is likely to be 
very interesting. The school ([iiestion 
must bo settled in some way. It ia ;i 
matter that cannot bo thrust aside or 
skinnned over and its consideration can- 
not bo delayed very long by an investi- 
gating commission. Mr. Laurier and 
his colleagues will find themselves face 
to face with it at a time when pretty 
phrases will go for very little and delay 
will not bo endured.

take them seriously, lie has al- 
lowed them to blow oil' steam, 
making the while a great deal 
of noise not pleasant to listen to with- 
out as much as showing that he was 
conscious of the din and the u[iroar. lie 
has paid no attention to the threats and 
the boaata of congressmen, and tlie na- 
tion approves of his indifferencti and 
inaction.

of tlie Kussian and Greek consuls were 
goin2 towards their consulates at Ilalepa 
with dispatches when they were at- 
tacked by a Mahomedan crowd at the 
gate of the town known as Kaleh Ka- 
pissi and murdered. The Russian ca- 
vass, it is stated, provoked the attack, 
having fired a revolver when he vras 
hustled by the crowd. A mob of Bla- 
hoinedans, both soldiers and civilians, 
then rushed into the town and began 
plundering the shops of Ciiristians. The 
latter retaliated by tiring from the upper 
windows of the houses, and lighting soon 
became general in tlie streets, in one 
instance the Mahomedans, after de- 
stroying a ciiemist's shoj), attacked 
a Christian family living in an 
upper iloor of the house and killed 
the fatlierand tho mother and one child. 
Two children escaped, and these 1 in- 
terrogated to-day and obtained from 
them a full account of the atrocity. Jn 
all 17 Christians were killed and six 
wounded on Sunday. Three Mahome- 
dans were killed and six wounded. Four 
houses are stated to have been plunder- 
ed by the Turks during the night. 

On Monday tran(iuility prevailed till 
noon, all the eliops beinir closed and 
business abandoned. At noon two Chris- 
tiana going towards Halepa were (ired 
on an(i killed by soldiers. Shortly after- 
wards a Christian was killed willi knivea 
at Ivaleli Kapiasi and two Christians 
weru killed by soldiere near the bar- 
racks of the town. It should be ob- 
served that soldiers plai'ed a prominent 
part in almost all the murders and rob- 
beries. It is stated that they looted 15 
shops on Sunday. A brief skirmish took 
place on Tuesday morning immediately 
before the arrival of Her Majesty's ship 
Hood. Two men, a Christian and a 
Mahomedan, were killed and five per- 
sons were wounded, including three 
women. Since that time Oanea has 
lieen Iraniinil. 

This is how the same incident is 
represented by the Turkish ofliciala : 

The official document ia not unskil- 
fully composed. The tone is judiciously 
iiioilerale; the aasertions arc positive 
and material; no trroas imiirobnbilitios 
throw doul)t upon the story. Certain 
iiow.4|iaj)ers, the oHicinl narrator observes 
in his .suave and dignilied oflicial fityle, 
liavo published exaggerated and even 
iinagiuiiry statements on the position in 
that island. See how a plain tale will 
put them down. It would be diaiii- 
gcnuous to (conceal tho fact that some- 
thing has occnireil al Canea within the 
last few days. An " incident," it is 
acknowledged, has happened, but it has 
been of the simplest kind, os a 
candid report of the circumstances 
will show. The cavaae of the 
liussian consulate " without any 
reason " shot dead a certain Emin 
J^lfl'endi, who was jieaceably Bitting in* 
front of a shop. This unprovoked out- 
rage naturally caused a disturbance. Six 
Mahomedans and about ten Ohrisliana 
were killed or wounded, aud there tlu! 
mailer ended. The Imperial aiUhor- 
ilies, with the proiniititiule and wiMlom 
which invariably distinguish thorn, took 
all nece.'^sary measures. Order has Ijcen 
restored; the transient excitement 
necessarily caused by the episode has 
been allayed and no further disturbance 
haa taken place. It need hardly be 
added that tho soldiers did not indulf^e 
in pillage, as the imaginative journals 
have falsely alleged. They dis- 
charged the diaagreeable duty im- 
posed upon them... with discipline 
and temper. Such, in substance, are 
tho contontaof the neat and dexterous 
otlicial narrative, ',Oi(ir Oorrefipondent's 
telegram ia not neiirly so carefully 
finished. He brusciuoly tolls ub that the 
result of Wednesday's Cabinet Council 
— tho very Council, it may bo Hurmised, 
at which the oflicial description waa 
concocted — waa a decision lo " reduco 
tlio Cretans to siilimiasion by force," 
and that sixteen liattalions will bo des- 
patched for that purpose. How is this 
to bo reconciled with the bland assur- 
ances from the Ottoman Embassy? Six- 
teen battalions could hardly bo rc(iuired 
to cloae a aimplo incident.

His Keasons for Declaring: the Loca- 
tion of tbe Claim Illegal 
and Void. 



The Chief Justice has given liis writ- 
ten judgment in Nelson iuid Fort She])- 
pard Bailway Co., v. Jerry et al. This 
decieion is of great importance to min- 
ing men especiiilly, dealing na it does 
with the question of locating mineriil 
lands in the province and what it is that 
conBtitutfH a mineral claim. The judg- 
ment is as follows : 

NsLSON & FoBT Sheppard Rait.wav 
Co. vs. Jerrv et Ah. — ^The plaintiff 
company, Incorporated by special pro- 
vincial act (1801, cap. 58), to construct, 
and whichihas constructed, a railway 
from a point near the town of Nelson to 
a point near Fort Sheppard, British Col- 
umbia, which work was declared by iioui- 
petont luitliority lo be ii railway for the 
general henulit of t'unada, received a 
grant of public land in aidof its rui! 
and in tliifa luitioii kui's for punbL'ssion uf 
certain lands conipriticd witjiin its grant 
to wliich the tlefendanla claim title \in- 
der locations as inirieriil claims allci^cil 
to have l)et>ii made on the iTth ,liiiu'. 
1892, by K. J. XucI, and on tlic :ird Janu- 
ary, liSit."), by ibc defendant derry, 
the beiielit of both of which locations 
has passed to tlie ilefeiidanta, the I'aris 
Belle Miniiig Company. 

The plaintiff's title proceeded n|jon 
chap, 38, 66 Vic. (1892), which authcr- 
ized the government to grant lands in 
the Electoral district of AVest Kootenay, 
not fixceeding 10,2-40 acres for each miic 
of railway constructed, antl that u])on 
the iiliny: and giving by the company of 
certain plans and secaritieu there shonld 
be reserved for pre-emption and sale a 
tract of land on eacb Hide of the line of 
the jjroposed railway. Accordingly, on 
the 12tb Auiriist, IS!i'_', a reservation was 
made of a trad sixteen (ll!) miles in 
width on each side of a line running 
from the northeast corner of lot !)7, group 
], to tbe international boundary line, ll 
is not disputed t bat the conditions as to 
plana and security were coni|)lied with. 
The subsidy act provided for the selec- 
tion and projection upon a plan to be 
' filed by the company of alternate 
blocks of an area of six miles, 
and that as the work- of conetruc- 
tion proceeded the covernment 
might issue grants of lands within the 
alternate blocks. On the '-'3rd .March, 
fl893,the plainlills lilcd a plan sliowing 
the projection of alternate blocks, among 
which was exbibiteil block 12, contain- 
ing a tract of latid commencing at the 
boundary line of the province, and ex- 
tending norlhwanl.'s and including the 
lands 111 (juestion in this action. 

The evidence shews that tbe actual 
survey on the ground was begun on the 
24tb September, 1894, and nnished on 
29th November, 1804, and field notes 
were deposited in the land department 
on the 10th Janiiarj', 1895. ' In pur- 
suance of such selection the Crown, on 
the 8th March. 1895, granted to the 
company what is known and described 
as aection Ijo, townHbip Da, comprising 
the former block 12 iis delined on tlu; 
plati tiled on the 2l!rii March, 18i)o. 
Such grants except all mineral claims 
held prior to the said 23rd March, 1893. 
The Subsidy act declares that the com- 
pany shall be entitleil only to unoccup- 
ied Crown land, and tlwt to make uj) 
for any area within any of the blocks of 
land to be selected by the company 
which shall, before their selection, have 
been alienated by the Crown or held by 
pre-emption or lease, or as mineral 
claims, the company shall receive 
similar areas, of not less than one mile 
square, in other parts of the district. 
Tlie question in this action is para- 
mount to that of the defendants, whether 
the defendants have a title over the 
lands covered by tlu^ allegeil mineral 
locatioiiB or either uf tliem ; whether, in 
fact, they are to be deemed excei)ted 
from the ijlaiiiliU's' grant. The claims 
were located and recordeil, tbe one as 
the ''Zenith" and the other as ibe 
"Paris Belle." The location of the 
"Zenith," which, according to the 
evidence, was made on the 15th 
June, 1S!)2, i)ccu|)ied most of tbe 
land wbieli was afterwards staked a-; 
the "Paris Belle." The place where 
the present shaft of the "Paris Belle" is 
sunt is at the point where Noel did part 
of his assessment work on tbe "Zenith." 
Section 10 of the Mineral Act provides 
that in the event of a free miner enter- 
ing upon lands already occupied, for 
other than mining ]jurposes, bo shall, 
previous to entry. give ade<juute security 
to the satisfaction of tbe Liold CoiiimiH- 
sioner, and after entry shall make com- 
pensation for any loss or damage; which 
may be caused by reason of sncb entry. 
It ia admitted that in tliis case no se- 
curity was given, or compensation paid 
or tendered. 

The plaintiffs contend that at the 
time of the "Paris Bello" location tbe 
land was already occupied by them for 
other than mining purposes, and was 
therefore not subject to location us a 
mineral claim, except under the condi- 
tions which it was admitted were not 
complied with; in sujiport of which 
contention the uncontradicted evidence 
of Edward J. iloberts i)roved tbe situa- 
tion of the claim in Block 12, adjoining 
the town of Kossland on the northeast ; 
that the railway company had upon 
Block 12 a line of road and the station 
of Wanita. The roiul was located in 
1892 and was finished in 1803. The 
station of Wanita was built in May or 
June, 1893. It was burned down or de- 
stroyed, and a new station, in the same 
plafce,' coiiStructed in the fall of 1893, 
and the railway com|)any has occupied 
these stations from the time of their 
building until now, and has operated 
the railway since it was constructed. 
Tho records, botli of the "Zenith" ancl 
the "Paris Belle," were furthiir im- 
peached, on the ground that no vein or 
lode of mineral had been di-^covered, 
that no mineral in placi; luul been dis- 
covered, and that, therefore, the land 
•was i.ncapable of being located as a min- 
eral claim. 

To the defendants' contention that 
the "Zenith" location existed at and 



doned by Noel in .J892^.,and--,had 
consequently lapsed and become again 
waste glands, of the .c"r6wtf.'.vtrpon;the 
evidence the plea of->abaiidonaient by 
Noel of the Zenith seems to ime clearly 
established. He located tbe land in 
partnership with Joseph Villeridro, 
although he recorded in his own name 
only. He tells us that three or four 
months after tho location lie did some 
work starting a fdiaft. Tbe work was of 
abon t th(! value ol' fob. I'i.i jiartner was 
BUiipejHcd to (ll) his ^ili:\i(j of the assesE- 
nuMit work but diil not do so, ami cou- 
seciuently he, Noel himself, did no 
more. Noel says, " I remonstrated with 
him for not doing his part of tho asross- 
ment work, and be said bo did not think 
bu would do his portion; and when he 
said he was not going to do bis work I 
(luit. I never did any more aesessnieut 
work on the Zenith. There is nothing 
in the evidence at variance with the 
testimony of Noel, nor anything to 
show that any further work was done 
upon that location. 

Tbe Zenith claim, therefore, having 
been abandoned, I am o^ opinion, im- 
mediately upon abandonment reverted 
to and became the property of the crown 
(Regina v. Deniers, 22 S. C. R. 482), 
and as aueh came within the plan tiled 
by the phiintill's on the 23rd of March, 
1893, as part of block 12, which block 
was afterwards adopteil as a division of 
the land by tbe government, and coa- 
veyeti in one lot by one conveyance by 
tbe government. 

It is establisbecl upon tbe evidence 
;l;at before anv other att em pt at location 
cf a m ineral claim within block 12, the 
ulaintill's railway was i^onslructetl and 
the station of Wanita built and rebuilt 
thereon. The block therefore became 
lawfully occupied, as to portion of it ut 
least, for other than railway purposes, 
tho evidence showing that the line was 
located in 1892 and finished in 1893. 
The plaintiir company being then 
invinible, actual occupation of tbe block 
was in point of law, and, following 
well recognized legal authorities, lo be 
lieemcd in constrnctivi; occupation ol 
all of it. In Davis vs. C. 1'. K., 12 Out. 
Rep. 721, it was Held that oci'.niiied 
lands" under tbe Railway Act, -Iti Vic, 
Cli. 21 (D), denole lands adjoining a 
railway and actually or constructively 
occupied up to the line of the railway 
hj" reason of actiuil occupation of some 
jiart of tbe section or lot by the pi'rsuii 
who owns it or is entitled to tbe ihikscs- 
aion of the whole. In other word.", ac- 
tual occupation of a part is deemed to 
tie actual occupation of tho whole. In 
I/ittle vs. Mctii^ines, 7 Maine, 1715, cited 
with approval in Harris vs. Mudic, 7 
Out., .\pp. Hep. 129, the court remarks: 
" The deed may not convey the legal eu- 
" tate. Still the possession of a part of 
" the land described in it . . . may 
"be considercil as a possession of the 
" whole, and as a disseisin of the true 
"owner, and e(]uivalent to an actual 
" and exclusive jiossession of tbe whole 
" tract, unless controlled by other pos- 
" ses.-iion." In Hobertaon vs. Daley, 11 
Ont. R(!p. 3.52, P., the owner of certain 
land in ISIl, 8(dd it to I)., who iverit 
into possession and occupied until 1827 
or 1828, when he was turned out by. the 
sheriir under legal proceedings taken by 
Uufait, who was put in possession and 
so remained until 1851, when he con- 
veyed to O., through whom the plaintili' 
claimed. D's actual possession had been 
only of about 10 acres. Held that D's 
possession was of the whole land, and 
that he could not be treated as a squat- 
ter so as to enable liim to acquire a title 
to the 10 acres actually occupied. In 
Hereron vs. Christian, -I H. C. Kep. 240, 
I upludd the same principle. 

It follows, therefore, that the plaint- 
ilTs on and after tbe construi'lion of tlieii 
railway and station, lawfully occupied 
block 12 for other than mining purposes, 
and, such being the case, a mineral 
claim could he aiMpiired thereon oruy un- 
der Kection 10 of tbe Act wdiieh [irovides 
that whilst the miner may enter upon 
all lands, the right whereon to so enter, 
prospect and mine shall have been re- 
served to the Crown and its licensees, 
(and such right is reserved in reajjcct of 
the Nelson and Fort Sheppard grant by 
section 8 of 5,") Vict., chap. 38), yet in 
making entry upon lands already law- 
fully occupied for other than mining 
purposes, the free miner, previous to 
entry, shall give adequate security to 
the saiisfaction of tbe Gold Conimiesion- 
erforloss or damage, anil after entry 
siiall make compensation to tho owner 
or oc'cnpant. Compliani'o with these 
conditions is, I think, imiierative upon 
tbe miner seeking to locate a iniiieral 
claim upon land occufiied for olhertban 
mining purposes, as 1 have held Bbjck 
12 to have been, that is to say, iinpera- 
live in tbe sense that failure to observe 
the conditions renders the location void. 

By section 34 of the act the interest nf 
a free miner in his claim is to bo deemed 
a chattel interest, equivalent to a lease 
for a year, and so on, " subject to the 
performance and observance of all the 
terms and conditions of this act." In 
Maxwell on Statutes, 3rd (idition, page 
521, the distinction is drawn, as ilenion- 
atrated by numerous autlioritica be- 
tween cases where the j)reficri[)tioiia of 
an act allcct the performance of a duty 
and wdiere they relate to a privilege or 
power: " Whore jiowers or rights are 
granted with a direction tbut certain 
regularities or formalities ahall bo com- 
plied with, it seems neither unjust nor 
inconvniient to exact a rigorous ob.serv- 
aiice of them as essential lo the aciiuiai- 
of tbe right or authority conferred." 
I think there can be tio (jues- 
tion that the rights and privileges con- 
ferred upon free miners in this .province 
come under this head, and that, as re- 
marked in Maxwell, at page 621, " the 
regulations, forms and conditions pre- 
scribed " — for the acquisition of the 
iiunerH' rights and privileges — "arc im- 
perative in the sense that the non-ob- 
servance of any of them is fatal. See 
also Corporation of Parkdalo vs. West, 
L. R. 12App. Oafi., 013. In Belk vs. 
Meagher, 1111 U. S., 28-1, Chief Justice 
Waite remarks: "Tho right of location 
upon tho mineral lands of the United 
States is a privilege granted by congress, 
but it can only be exercised within the 
limits prescribed by tho grant." U])on 
the ground', therefore, of failure to ob- 
serve the conditions of section 10, 1 am 
of opinion that the defendant's title 
fails. 

I am also of opinion that the plaintiflf's 
title niUHt iirevail upon the further 
groiwid that no vein or lod(i of mineral 
bad been discovei'cd, and that no' min- 
eral in jilace bad been tliscoveretl lo 
justify the location. 

T'le act detincH the word "niino" to 
mcaM any land in which any vein or 
loile or rock in place shall be mined for 
gold or other minerals, jirecioua or base,

It does not, I think, 

mean mere ndnerali/.ed rock wherever 

you may lind it, as .suLri^'estod by sonieot 

the witnc^Hcs. .Mr. Cronan, for instance, 

says: " 1 call it mineral in place if it is 

in rock. If I was to find it in 

earth or soil wiiere apparently 

it hud been moved, it would uot be 

" mineral in places." He seems to think 

that wherever you tind mineral in the 

country rock you have " roek in place." 

I do not think lie is right. Takin-,' the 

statutory de(iiution|of a " nuni!," " nuii- 

cral," " rock in place," reading tlieni 

together they are, i tiiink, iiiteiuifil to 

refer to a vein or lode (fo^i'id in rock) 
carrying valuable ilejioaits of mineral. 
Tlje (jl)ject ul this act was, 1 think, to: 
gi'-e tlie miner llu; right to acciuiriia; 

vein nr lode S(] found, ami sutlicient ad- 
joining luiul to Work It. If he lui~: di.'^- 
t;oveied no .sucli vein or lode he aeijuires 
no right to anything. All the Hection,-j ■ 
of the act must be read in the li<;lil of 
the interpretation clauses, ant!, so read, i 
seeni to point to the right to locate a 
vein and use the laud for the purpose of 
mininy it, and for no other purpose. 
Read particularly sections 10, 14,20, and 
especially section 2G, " No free miner 
shall be entitled to hold more than one 
mineral claim on the same vein or lode 
e-Kcept hy purclia^ie," but uiay hold by 
location upon any .sejiaratc vein or lode. 
Section :H): " Shouhl any free miner 
locate more than one mineral claim on 

the same vein or luile all locations, ex- 
(■eptingthe location ami record of his 
lirst claim on such vein or lode shall be 
Void." Then section .'iii provides that be- 
fore he can obtain a crown grant the 
miner has to show that ho has found a 
vein or lode within the limits of his 
claim, all iniplyiiif^ the same thing, 
viz : that to have a location there must 
be a vein or Imle — or rock in ])|ace — and 
under the act of ISD.j, the spirit of the 
law, conspicuous throughout all the leg- 
islation is further deimjiiHtrated by re- 
quiring that before the miner can locate 
at all he must tile a declaration showing 
hie discovery of a vein or lode. In other 
words, he can have nothing under the 
act e.Kcopt a vein or lode and the pre- 
scribed area of land to work it. 

The meaning of our act in this r(>spect 
seems much the same as the law 
of the United .States. Section 2.320 

of the revised statutes of the United i examanant in chief leaves liiin. 



country, and start, on the rise on the 
other side of the stream, when you again 
find what appears to be another belt of 
veins running in the same direction, 

and liiiving all the characteristics of the

That between Ihoi-e two belts we have a 
large section of diorite or country rock, 
which is similar in character to the 
iiuiterial which forms the walls of the 
veins where discovered. Thccountry rock 
carries a certain amount of iron, but not 
in (Hiaiitities which would make it valua- 
ble for mining purjiose.j, but the par- 
ticles of iron do not of themselves indi- 
cate the proximity of a vein. 

Speaking of the " I'aris Belle," with 
which he is quite familiar, Mr. Kelly 
sava that the rock in that shaft is the 
same ordinary tliorite or country rock 
v.hicli composes this intermediate belt; 
that in the little seams or counter- 
checks in the rock, white iron is to bo 
found, and sometimes there may be gold 
in some of them; bat not as indicating 
a vein but being merely the ordinary 
mineralization which covers the entire 
country. To the same elFect is the evi- 
dence of Mr. Funiell. Mr. Xoel tniuin- 
ally located the property on the theory 
j that wherever you found a contact Ijc- 
I twoen cwo clasHos of rock y(5u would lind 
a vein, but liiiding no vein in this ease 
lie al)andoiied the claim as valueless. 
The defendant.s' witness, Cronan, admits 
that there is no wall, he says tlial the 
rock liearing mineral of the " "aris 
Helle " is (•ountry nn-k, liiil he says also 
that dionte, or count ry rock , is t he miner- 
iili/.ed rock of the " I'aris belle." He says 
ti(! found mineral in plat^e on the " I'aris 
Belle "; but when asked what is " min- 
riral in place " he defines it merely as 
" luineral in rock" as distinguished 
from " mineral in clay " or any other 
formation. What ho means, then, when 
he tells us that he found " rock in 
place " in the " I'aris Belle " is merely 
this, that he found rock with minernl or 
a trace of mineral in It, which nobody 
doubts that he did, or that, in fact, any- 
one could find the same thing to a 
greater or less extent in the country 
rock. But that is very far from saying 
that he found " rock in place " aceord- 
inK to its accurate delinitiou, which 
means a vein, something between walls. 

Mr. Cronan further tells us that he 
took samples of this " rock in place " as 
he calls it — " mineralized rock " as it at 
inoat was — and found it to contain all 
the way " from a trace up to $2 a ton in 
value," No one doubts this; the same 
thing might be said of any of the coun- 
try r(,ck in the vicinit}', and in some 
cases it would not. lie surprising to find it 
going as high as ^',)..")0, as another of the 
witnesses saiil. i5ut to discover such 
mineralized rock is very far from saying 
that you have found a lode or vein ; 
something upon which you could with 
advantage spend money in development. 

Mr. Burke is asked, in reference to 
the " Paris Belle," " Is there a vein on 
it? — mineral in place?"

In Wheeler vs. Smith, 112 Pacific Rep., 
786, it is laid down: " The mineral land 
lawB of the United States were enacted 
for the purposes of securing the miners 
upon the public lands the title to min- 
eral discovered by them, and a sullicient 
quantity of the land in wdiich mineral is 
discovered as will enable them to jirose- 
cute the work of development and pro- 
duction successfully. Mines, as known 
to those laws embrace nothing iait de- 
posits of valuable niiiierai ores, and do 
not include mere masses of non-mineral- 
ized rock whether rock in place or scat- 
tered about through the soil." See also 
Consolidated Cold ilining Co. vs. Cham- 
pion, tiS Fed. Rep. 511; Harrington vs. 
Chambers 1 I'ac. Rep., 375; ICrliart vs. 
Boaro, 113 U.S. Sup. Ct. Rep. 527. 
In Davis v. Webbold, 13i) U. S., it was 
held that the exemptions of mineral 
lands from pre-emption and settlement 
and for public purposes do not exclude 
all lands in which mineral may be 
found, but only those where the mineral 
is in sudicient quantity to add to their 
ricbii(!SH and to justify expenditure for 
its extraction, and known to be so at 
the date of the grant; and l'"ield, •)., re- 
marks: "There are vast tracts of coun- 
try in the mining states which contain 
preiuons metals in small ipiantitiea, but 
mit to a sullicient extent to justify the 
expense of their ex|iloilatiiin. It is not 
to such landa that the term ' iniiiciai ' 
apjdies — citing Alford v. liarnum, -15 
Cal. -182; and Merrill v. Dixon, 15 .\ev. 
4UL; Cowell v. l-aminera, 10 Saw. 210, 
257 ; U. S. v. KeeLL12 Saw. HI), lOl— and 
many other cases, showing that the ex- 
preesion ' mineral lands,' means only 
lands which are valuable for mineral 
purposes, that is, which will pay to 
work, and not lands in which you may 
find ' a trace ' of mineral (as described 
by some of the witnesses in this case) 
and sometimes more, but which do not 
demonstrate themselves to be worth 
working." As rcunarked in Alford v. 
Barnliam, 1(1 Morrison's mining reports, 
■122: " The meie fact that jiortioiis of the 
land contained jjarticles of gold and 
veins of gold bearing (piartz rock, would 
not necessarily impress it with the 
character of mineral bearing land. It 
must, at least, bo bhown that the_ land 
contains metals in quantities sufficient 
t,6 render it available and valuable lor 
mining purposes." 

The authorities above quoted, and 
many others which could be cited to 
similar purport, seem precisely to lit 
the evidence in this caae, of which there 
is but little conflict. Mr. Kelly, one of 
the plaintiffs' witnesses, tells us that the 
mineral veins in the vicinity of the Paris 
Belle appear to be divided into 
a l.ielt; a belt of barren rock, and another 
bidt of veins ; tliat these veins follow a 
general trend in one direction. For in- 
stance, the most valuable miiiea so far 
discovered and worked, the " War 
lOagle," ".Tosie," " Lo Roi," and "Cen- 
tre Star" appear to have a general dir- 
ection to a certain point indieated by 
the "Nickel Plato'' where they stop, 
and to the south of which you find no 
mineral vein until you get across tlio 



cateil in the district. He does not un- 
ilerta kt to say there is a vein, and can 
say nothing about the appearance of the 
surface when the location was made; 
and Ml-, llansy'.s eviilence throws no 
further light on the case, so far as in- 
dicating the discovery of a vein. 

Upon this evidence I can come to but 
the one conclusion, that there was no 
discovery of anything beyond the coun- 
try rock — seamed and mineralized, al- 
though that d(jubtless here and there is 
— with a trace to -Yli or so in various 
plac(!a. -All that the defendants have 
shown iiie to have been discovered on 
the " I'aris Bidle " is a similar formation 
to that (les(u'ihe(l ami comlemned in the 
followin:: extract from Morrison's Min- 
ing Rights, page 10(i: "Where the 
opinions say that it may be rich or |)oor, 
they refer to the well known fact that 
true Veins for long distances are often 
(juite barren. But it does not follow 
that every seam of rock which will as- 
aay is necessarily any vein at all; for 
there do exist seams which carry a little 
mineral and yet are not veins within the 
geological or legal definition. The min- 
eralization in such cases, in some of 
them at least, ia caused by inliltralion of 
ore from a true vein, or deposit along 
some |)|ano of cleavage, or along the 
],lan(! between two formations, or 
through mere mechanical cracks in the 
rock ; and all their mineral is only iire- 
cipitated or crystali/.ed seeiiage from 
tlu^ hide or dejiosit above. Such baslanl 
vei"^^ have just enough resem lilaiue to 
true veins to he used as a pretext of 
title against neighboring lorations on 
the legitimate vein. They are generally 
lacking in walls, ccjiitiniiity, ami 
in the normal uniforndty of the 
tiue vein, and yet may have 
slips which are practically indis- 
tinguislied from walls, and have some 
discolored matter and particles of ore, 
just enough to be dangerously similar to 
what is of value, only as it is unlike such 
things." 

But, it has been urged, it is not com- 

lietent for the plaintiffs, in these pro- 
ceiHluigs, to assail the validity of the 
" I'aris Belle " location as a mineral 
claim hecauao the defendants have se- 
cnrcid a certificate of improvements 
which of itaelf allbrds conclusive proof — 
(1.S02, Cap. 32, S. K!., IHUl, Cap. :52, S. 5.) 
— of the location of a lode or vein, and 
in all other respects concludes the title. 
Such certificate was obtained after due 
advertisement, and the (daintifls might 
have filed an adverse claim against the 
grant of such certificate if they had de- 
aired to contest the delendants' right to 
receive it; but, not having done. so, the 
matter is now res judicata, under 1892, 
Cap. 32, S. 14, wliich enacts that no ad- 
verse claim shall be tiled after a jieriod 
(which has now exiiireil) and, ''in de- 
fault of such tiling, no (dijectioii to th<! 
issue of a ccrtilicate of im|)rovmnents 
shall be permitted to be heard in any 
court, nor shall the validity of such n:v- 
tilicate when iasued be anpeached on 
anV ground excejit that of fr;iud.'' 

I'his reaaoning would hi! very powm-- 
ful if the i)laintiirH were laying claim to 
the minerals (if any) to be found in the 

I'ariH Bello " location ; but lhi.-i they 
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havB pointed out, the Act was intended 
to bo conclusive of adverse rights of that 
character, btit this is not a case of that 
kind. 

To sum U|), therefore, I am of opinion ; 

1. That the land in dispute was not, 
prior to the 2;jrd of March, l.s;i;5, held as 
a mineral claim. 

2. That at the time of the location of 
the " Paris Bello" on the lird of .lanuary, 
ISDo, tlie land was occupied by the 
plaint ill's for other than mining i)iir- 
Dosiie, and that therefore the entry and 
location of the "Paris Belle"' was, for 
want of compliance with the conditions 
as to security pointed out by Section 10 
of the Act, illegal and void. 

3. That xhe location was also void, on 
the ground that "rock in place" , had 
not been discovered. 

-1. That the failure of the ])liiintiirs to 
file an adverse claim does not (lob:ir 
them from inipeaehing the validity of 
the defciidaiita' title. 

1 therefore declare that the location 
and recordof the " I'aris I3ello " mineral 
claim hy the defendant .ferry was illegal 
anil void, and that the defendanta or 
any of them are not cntitletl to the 
rights and i)rivileges of lawful lioldorH 
of a mineral claim upon section 35, 
township 9, "A," Kootensy district. 



surface is expiresBly subject to the right 
of the free miner to acquire^ claims in 
accordance with, the provisions of the 
law. The Mineral act -prescribeq a pro- 
cedure to be followed, as between rival 
claimants to mineral ground and the 
minerals therein, and I take it that as 
between such parties the procedure 
adopted by the act must be rigidly fol- 
lowed, and, in a projier caae, ia exclu- 
sive. Hut this is not a caee of that 
kind. Tliis is a chiim to eject 
the defendants from the surface, wliich 
prima facie, under the crown grant, 
belongs to the iilaintilla, and certainly 
tloes so unless llie defendants can bring 
themselves within the exception as the 
owners of a mineral chum held as auch- 
prior to the '2'.ivd March, 18!);-!. This, of 
course, means lawfully held anterior to 
that date, and then held, iiotabandoned 
There is nothing in the mineral :ict 
which 1 can discern tlealing with any- 
thing else than mineral claima and min- 
eral rights arising under the statutes re- 
lating to mining. But here the plain- 
tifl's make no claim to the mineral, as 
mineral ; they are not, so far as appears, 
free minors themselves ; they assert no 
riglits upon wliich a free miner could 
base a contention. We must look to the 
acopt! ot the act and not include within 
its purview cases which manifestly were 
not intendeil to be included by the legia- 
lature. , 

In Railton vs. Wood, L. R. 15, Appeal 
Cases, .'Uit), Lord Stdlnnne s:iys : "On 
pi^ineiple it is certainly desirable in con- 
sti'iiiiig a statute, if it be jjossible to 
avoid cxlending it to collater;d ell'ects 
and eonseiiuencea beyond the scone of 
the gi'iieral object ar. I policy of the 
statute itself, and iiijei .lis to third par- 
ties with whose interests the statute 
need not, and iloes not, profess to di- 
iccllv deal." The very summary and 
unusual proviaiona of parts of the min- 
eral act demonstrate the necessity of 
confining its operations within its scope. 
The owner of land knows that his title to 
the surface, at least, cannot bo interfered 
with except by some person giving him 
clear and distinct notice of his adverse 
title. It he be trespassed upon, he has 
the period prescribed by the statute of 
limitations applicable to the case to 
bring his action of trespass. He owns 
the land as his own and forever. \\'ith 
the holder of a mineral or mining claim 
the c:ise is widely diflerent. He holds 
the land for a sjieiaal purpose only — that 
of exercising the statutable privilej;e of 
extracting the precious ■ metal. 
There ia nothing, then, unreasonable In 
the law, which confers the privilege, 
also exacting vigilance as one of the 
conditiona upon wdiich that [irivilege 
shall he enjoyed. Hence it im|Kisea the 
obligation of watching for notices (not 
to be served personally or in the usual 
course, but hy publication in the Gazette 
and by posting U|)on the groutid), under 
wdiich claims may at any time be made 
hy unheard of parties, and then within 
thirty days after such notices of filing 
what are termed adverse claims and tlu^ 
bringini; of legal proceedings. .-Xs before 
remarked, these conditions anil obliga- 
tions may be reasoinible enough when 
imposetl u|ion the free inim.u' u ho holds 
nothing but a privilege n;.-;:: the min- 
erals confuricil by the. ■Vet; but, to im- 
pose them upon a man who already 
holds prima facie title to the surface of 
the property, not for mining, but it may 
be, as in tins case it is, fur altogether 
different inirposes, appears to me con- 
trary to reason and justice, and 
not to bo implied in the 
absence of clear and unequivocal 
statutory declaration. To carry such a 
contention to its full extent, the owner 
of an orchard or of ornamental timber 
lands luiglit be deprived of his property 
simply because be bad failed to watcli 
the liazet te lor notices of mining claims, 
of which he had never so iiiueli as 
thought. We have to avoid jdacing a 
construction upon a statute which is 
repugnant to reason and ordinary jus- 
tice, and as remarked by 1/ird Coleridge 
in Regina -Vs. Clarence, h. 11., 22 (.i. 13. 
1).,G5: " In tliiM:onstruetion ul a stat- 
ute, if the apparent logical construction 
of its language leads to results w hich it 
is impossible to believe that those who 
framed or those who passed the statute 
contemplated, and from which one's 
judgment recoils, there is in my opinion 
good reason for believing that" the con- 
struction which leads to such results 
in not he the true construction of the 
statute. See also Heg. vs. the Bishop of 
London, L. K. 2:!, (I. B. D., 420. 

Mr.Tavlor has referred me to the case 
of Dahi "vs. Haunheim, ];i2 L.S. 2li0, 
where it, was held tlmt when a iierson 
ap|iliesfora placer piitenl iiilhoinan- 
ntn- presi'ribeii by law, and all the nro- 
ceedinga are had which are required 
by the Statutes of the l.'nited States, 
and no adverse claims are filed or set 
up, and it appear.s that the irrouiid has 
been surveyed and returned by the sur- 
veyor general to the local land ofiico as 
mineral land, the question whether it is 
placer ground is conclusively estab- 
lished and is not open to litigation by 
private parties seeking to avoid the pro- 
ceedings. But there is nothing in that 
decision ill conflict with the reasons 
which guide me in this. Th

The Council Decide Not to Insure 
the Electric Light Building- 
and Plant. 



The city council spentagood deal of 
last nigbt's meeting in discussing tlie 
beat means of giving communication by 
bridge with Victoria West and several 
communications having been read upon 
the subject the council 'went into com 
mittee of the whole to discuss them. 

In the first place the Mayor and Aid 
MaciniUan the special commitieo aji- 
poinied to interview Mr. Dunsmuir with 
a view to getting temporary use of the 
E. & N. briuge reported the following 
letter: ., 

Victoria, June 22, 1896. • 

Hon. [tiiliert lirnirii, Mii\iiir of Viclorin — 
Di-.Mt Sin: Keferring to our interview ol' 
la.st week touching ibe luattor of allowing 
tlie imblic the use of the 10. iV N. railway 
swing bridge lor general traltic, 1 beg to 
state that this jionipanj- ha.i no objection 
to grant the privilege asked for, provided 
the city will, at its own expeiuse, lay the 
iieeossary planking and adopt such meas- 
ures a.s liiay he reijuired in the interest of 
[lublie safety. Your.-i trulv,

The Tramway company'ssolicitors wrote: 
VicTOKlA,.June 19, 1890. 

Thf .Mtii/nr ami Con nciV— GENTLEMEN : Wc 
are in recei|)tof letter of 18th iiist. signed by 
the city clerk, advising that it is the inten'- 
tioii of the city council to construct a pile 
bridge at the south side of the Point Ellice 
bridge, for the purpose of re-establishing 
coinaiunicatioii netweeii the portions of 
tijecityon either side of the liarbor and 
the arm, the said bridge to lie used for 
ordinary vehicular and foot pas.seiiger 
tiatlie. We may say tliat acting as the 
solicitors of the Consolidated Railway Com- 
pany, we protest against the erection of n 
Ijridge that will not be available for tram- 
way triOic, and hereliy give notice that it 
ir^ the iutention of the eompaii)' to test in 
tlie courts the rights of the city to build the 
bridge and e.veluile tramway trallic. The 
Ci)ntention ol tlie company Is that the city 
holds its charter subject to the legislative 
privilege enjoyed by the comjjany, 
i.e., the right of user of any bridge 
hetwceii tlie city and ICsiiuimalt. The city 
therefore ought to lie slow to undertake the 
liuiUliiig of the liridge contemplated. We 
m;LV furtlier say that we (loill)t very much 
if tiie city will be iierniitted by tlie Domin- 
ion govermneiit to build a bridge of the 
character contemplated. Then again, if 
the city's eniitention bi^ a correct one, the 
water of the Arm and sjiace to be briilged 
is without the city limits. Of ccnirse we 
have nothing to <lo, jjerhaps, with these 
last consiileratioiis, but. we drawtliem lo your 
attention and urge that tbcy are re:isoiis 
fordelayiii liastenmg to .-^but out theruni- 
|iany from all communication to lOsiiuiinalt. 
We are also of opinion that the iJo- 
mialon government upon ue!h£; applied to 
for leave to build a bridge of tlie 
character contemplated will be disposed to 
refuse leave and require that the bridge be 
ol such a character as will not impede navi- 
gation and be suitable for tramway tratlic, 
as it is to the general advantage ol" (.'anada 
that the tranirtay should be in operation 
between this city and Esquimalt forraasons 
unnecessary to mention. 

(S'd) McPHII.LirS WOOTTON & Baunabi). 

The resolution passed by the Victoria 
Municipal Heforin .-Association in regard 
to the Point EUice bridge was read. It 
in effect states that it is of hnport- 
ance that communication be restored 
with the least possible delay, 
and that the Point Eilice 
bridge be repaired and supported on 
piles lor present tratlic. but that for 
lutiire tratlic tlie whole question of the 
locality and de-igii be carefully consid- 
ered, and that tbe tramway and ordin- 
ary vehicular tratlic should be kept 
separate in future. 

Tlu! report to the council in accord- 
ance witli the resolution jjasfied at the 
last nteet ing to spend :f5,200 to erect a 
pile bridge for vehicular and foot tratlic 
only, was supported by AM. Macinillan; 
whereas .lid. Partridge opposed it, as it 
was, in bis opinion, folly to speinl that 
small sum on a bridue. He believed 
that a wooden pile bridge would be a 
continual source of expense and would 
be very expensive in thti long run. He 
wanted a good substantial structure put 
up for all purposes, and thought the co- 
operation of the government and tlie 
tramway comj)any could be secured to 
that end. 

Ai.i). TiAHKS was also ojiposed to a 
wooden bridge. Ife felt sure that pub- 
lic opinion would bo ugainst it, and 
therefore he wanted to register a strong 
protest. If a bridge waa built it should 
b ! ot steel or stone, and be erected once 
anil tor all. l'"or temporary purposes 
Point Ellice bridge might be repaired. 

Au>. lIu.Mi'iiHiiv did not want Point 
ICllico bridge patched up. Ho favored 
[lassing the amount for the pile bridge. 

A i.D. TiAHKB moved to reconsider tlie 
action of the council in deciding tu put 
in a pile bridge and instead to get esti- 
mates for a steel structure and to con- 
Hult the provincial government and 
traiinvay company tor the ])urposo of 
linding out if they would share in the 
expense. 

Ali). PAiniimiin seconded tliia motion 
for be believed that the council if they 
did not reconsider their action would 
simply be throwing money away. 

.\hD. Williams was in favor of repair- 
ing Point Ellice bridge for the oresont, 
whereas Aid. Wilson believed tliat the 
pile bridge should be built, and if the 
people wanted a steel structure they 
could ask the council to bring in a by- 
law to that effect. 

Ai,i). Maiichant did not . want the 
tramway to run over the same .bridge as 
was used for general traffic." The tram- 
way company should, build; their own 
bridge, ' ' ' 

Tm: Mayou remarked that ho had 
ealleil upon the tramway odicials and 
diauugaed informally whether or not the 



company would be willing to contribute 
towards a permanent bridge jointly with 
the city. The reply had been that tlie 
company might favorably consider 
contributiner a share Of tho expense it 
the city made them 'an offer. ' 

Ald."Tiii.rk8 motion was voted down 
and 1^ motion by Aid. Macmillnn to jiass 
llie appropriation in conformity with 
the counci I's action already taken was 
carrieil, Aid. Williams, Wilson, Part- 
ridge uiul Tiarks voting against it, and 
Aid. Macmillnn, Glover, Marcfiant, 
Cameron and Huniphrey for it. 

Ali). Maiichant moved a vote of 
tllanke to Mt. Dunsmuir for the offer 
contained in his letter, and this was 
carried. The communication of Messrs. 
McPhillips, Wcotton and Barnard waa 
referred to the city solicitor. 

Invitationa were acknowledged from 
Vancouver to attend the Dominion Day 
celebration; from Port TownsendV to 
attend tbe 4tli of July celebration, and 
from Tacoma to attend the Rose carni 
val there on .July 2, 3 and 4. ^ ' 

A complaint from BeiEiimont 
Bogga about straying cattle break- 
ing into his garden and dam- 
aging his vegetables was read unci 
in connection with this the poundkcejier 
wrote that it would bo advisable to have 
some temporary place in Victoria West 
in which to impound cattle. This waa 
referred to the pound committee.

The 
matter waa referred to the lire wardens 
to report. 

It was decided to notify the owners of 
several places in town to remove tho 
verandahs from in front of their prem- 
ises. 

The question ot insuring tho electric 
light station came up, when a letter was 
read from the nre underwriters announc- 
ing that if the city intended to carry the 
present risk of .^10,000 on the plant and 
building the rate of % per cent, 
per annum would be doubled^ If, 
liowevei-, the city would insure tor 
^18, 1100 the jiresent rate would remain; 
or, if the city insured for ,$10,000 the 
present rate would continue, provided 
the city became a co-ineurer for $1-1. 000 
besides. 

Aid. Kumphrey llionght tho terms 
propo.sed too high, and moved that the 
buildinc be not insured, but that a 
hydrant and hose be placed for the 
protection of plant and building. 

Tliia was seconded by Aid. Williams, 
while Aid. Macmillan believed the qoui- 
panieg had combined against the city 
and so raised the rate. He put it down 
to a scheme and remarked that iiisur- 
anco companies were used to sharp prac- 
tice in dealing with corporations. 

Mii. Humphrey's motion was carried 
by five to four. 

It was eleven o'clock when the coun- 
cil adjourned.
